has submitted his report, and explained tha 
reasotis for his return. : ‘Tho latter are al- 
ready well known, but the. following ex-, 
tracts from the report on the trade of the 
country will be found interesting ;— - 
A large trade exists botween this city and 
China vid Thainee ; last year about 6,000 
people ‘camo,’ and ‘this yuar it is said over 
10,000 men arrived, bringing 60,000 viss of 
Copper, aud 50,000. viss of silk, Also 
honey, wax, hams, nuts, arsonic de. - 
Copper sells at Re. 300.per 100 viss, Let 
quality ; Rs, 100 per 100.viss, 2nd quality, 
Silk, Rs.60 per bundle-of say 160 Tic.

The Chinese shop-keepers—who have 
all the sinall trade of the place in their hands 
naturally, would ‘give no. particulars, or 
else tried to mislead—one.of tha Tsotkays 
told me that the yearly sale of ‘piece goods 
was about 5,000 pieces of ull kinds. -“Lbey 
sell to the Shans, and Kachine a good deal 
of raw eotton—each..Chiuaman’s shop has 
from 5 to 10 bales in store, (there are 45 
shops) and iv one godown T saw about 3u0 
bales stored ; Y saw also one Shan carayan 
taking away about 200 bales of 70 Ibs. eacl.
